Oh, the reason that he has refused to sign again is that while he has 
read and understood the form, he understands the obligation to 
participate in this interview. It is his intent to comply with that order. 
However, it’s not his intention to waive any of his rights under the Civil 
Service Rule. 


Perfect. And previously, did | provide you with two transcriptions of 
your Homicide interviews that took place on August 26, 2014 and 
another transcription that took place on September 2, 2014 and also 
transcriptions from your first and second IAB interviews, along with two 
memorandums from you to Captain Nee?

Before we begin, | just wanted to note our objection that this case is 
now well passed the statute of limitations, so the Department had an 
obligation to conduct the entirety of its investigation prior to one-year 
passed learning of anything that would have caused to to start an 
investigation.
